PART 1 
RULES FOR THE PAYMENT OF ANNUAL GRANTS 

TO LIBRARIES 


1. The library should be open to all members of the community irres 
pective of caste or creed . 

2. The administration of the library should vest in a Committee elected 
at a General Body Meeting of the library . 

3. The Committee should be cosmopolitan . 
4. There should be a minimum book stock of 600 . 

5. Additional encouragement will be extended to libraries having 
children s and women s sections and other social activities attached to it . 

6. The accounts of the libraries should be accepied and passed by the 
Committees of the libraries. 

7. No library receiving grant from Government should stock in the 
library, books, periodicals , or any other publications proscribed by Govern 
ment. 

8. Detailed accounts of the receipts and expenditure of the library and 
registers and records prescribed by Government or by such other authorities 
as may be appointed by Government for the use of the library should be 
maintained and the accounts should be open for inspection by officers and 
non -officials authorised by Government. 

9. The minimum annual receipt of a library from monthly subscrip 
tion should not be less than Rs. 40 /- (Forty ). 

10. 75 % of the grant received by the library from Government each 
year should be utilised for purchase of new books for the library . The bills 
for the books purchased will be properly kept by the library for inspection 
by the Officers and non -officials authorised for the inspection of libraries. 
Grants will be given only if the previous year s grant has been utilised for 
purchase of books as per conditions laid down . The grants should be utilis 
ed within two months after their receipt. Separate accounts should be 
maintained by the libraries for receipts and expenditurc out of special grants , 
if any , sanctioned by Government. 

11. The remaining 25 % of the grant should be utilised for purposes of 
the library approved by the Com nittee within 6 months of date of receipt 
of the grant. 

12. The unspent balance ofthe grant should be surrendered by the 
ibraries after the periods specified in kules 10 and 11 . 

13. Officers disbursing the grant amount should maintain a register 
showing the amounts of grant disbursed to the libraries, their utilisation , 
surrender etc. 

14. Officers disbursing the grant amounts will sec that libraries which 
arc in reccipt of grant-in -aid under these rules are working properly . 
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15. Procedure for the payment annual grants: 
A. Libraries affiliated to the Kerala Grandkasala Sanghom . (i) Applica 
tions for grants should be submitted to the General Secretary , Kerala 
Grandhasala Sanghom in the form in Appendix I so as to reach him on or 
before the end of June every year. 

( ii) The Director of Public Instruction in consultation with the 
Kerala Grandhasala Sanghom will forward proposals to Government on or 
before 1st May every year for the constitution of Library Gradation 
Committees. 

(iii) Government will iss ıc orders constituting the Gradation Com 
mittces before the end ofMay every year . 

( iv ) The Gradation Committees will inspect the libraries and collect 
all the details required for grading them . 

(v) The Gradation Committees will grade the libraries in accordance 
with the standards and rules laid down by Government for the purpose and 
forward proposals in consolidated lists to the Director of Public Instruction 
through theKerala Grandhasala Sanghom suggesting the amount of grant 
to be paid to each library. 

(vi) The proposals should reach the Dircctor of Public Instruction 
before 15th of October every year . The recommendation of the Gradation 
Committees submitted after the month of September will not be taken into 
consideration during that financial year. 

(vii ) The propo als of the Committees will be furnished in the form 
in Appendix II, 

(viii) The officialmembers in the Gradation Committees will, during 
the inspection of the library for gradation , particularly verify whether the 
grant paid for previous year has not been utilised properly and within time 
and fuinish utilisation certificate in the form in Appendix III to ile 
District Educational Officers concerned simultancously with the subrnission 
of the recommendations of the Gradation Committees. The fact of having 
sent such utilisation certificate to the District Educational Officers will be 
indicated in the reports of the Gradation Committees. 

(ix ) The Director of Public Instruction will scrutinise the proposals 
of the Committees to sec whether the grade fised by them is in accordance 
with the standards and rules laid down by Government and furnish to 
Government his recommendations for payment of grants to the libraries on or 
before 15th November every year. The staff concerned in the Office of the 
Kerala Grandhasala Sanghom will sit with the staff concerned in the Onice 
of the Director of Public Instruction so that doubts may be cleared as far as 
possible at that stage and recommendations for grantmade accordingly, th s 
obviating futile correspondence to the cxtent possiblc. 

(x ) Government will sanction payment of grant to libraries before the 
15th of December, as far as possible . 

(xi) On receipt of orders sanctioning the grant, the General Secretary , 
Kerala Grandhasala Sanghom will collect grant-in -aid bills from the libraries 


in Appendix IV , check the bills , and forward them to the concerned Distries 
Educational 0 :1.ces for countersignature and transmission direct to the 
libraries for encashnication the treasuries . 

B. Libraries a tatiliato ! to the Kerala Grandhasola Saugkom . (i) Appli. 
cation for grant should be submitted to the District Educational Ollicers in 
the form prescribed in Appendix 1 so as to reach them on or before the end . 
of June every year . 

(ii ) The District Educational Ollicers will forward the applications with 
their recommendations to the Director of Public Instruction before the end 
of 15th October every year . 

(i ). Along with the recommeadation , the District Educational Officer 
will furnish to the Director of Public Instruction a Certificate of Audit 
towards the utilisation of the grants received by the library for the previous 
year in the form in .Ippendix 111 . 

(iv ) The Director of Public Instruction in turn will furnish to Govern . 
ment his recommendations for payment of grants to these libraries on or 
locfore 15th November and Government will sanction grant before the 15th of 
December as far as possible . 

(v ) On receipt of orders sanctioning grants the libraries will forward 
their grun -in aid bills -- in . Ippe dis IV to the concerned District Educa 
tional Oficers, The District Educatioal Ollicers will retransmit the bus 
after countersignature to the libraries for encashment from the Treasuries . 

C. (i) The disbursement of grant to the liabraries will be completed 
before the end of February in cach financial year , as far as possible . Any 
library which fails to apply for the grant in time as fixed in sub -rule (i) of 
Part A and sub -rule i) of Part B will lose the cligibility for the grant for 
that year . 

(* ) Governmentwill not entertain requests for review of orders passed 
in respect of grants to libraries after a period of one year. 

D. Grading of Libraries..-- . The libraries are graded into 16 groups 
from Al, A to H. The star dads for grading the libraries are prescribed in 
Appendix V. 

2 (i) Ibe Grade of a library will be basically fixed with reference to 
two items (i) Number of books, (ii ) Number of issues per year . The grade 
will first be fixed on the basis of the number of books --viz : Bcok stock. If 
the number of times books issued per year vi : book issue is sufficient for a 
particular grade , that gr.de will bu provisionally assigned to the Library . 
But, if all the other conditions except the look stock for a particular grade 
are satisfied by a Lil rary , condonation of 5 % of the total number of books 
required will be allowed to in..ke the library eligible for the particular grade. 

(ii) If there is deficiency to the extent of one grade from the number 
fixed for issues of bx oks of a particular grade , the classification fixed on the 
basis of book stock will not be altered , rovided all the remaining conditions 
are satisfied . But the classification will be reduced by onc grade, if in addi 
tion to the above deficiency, there is any further deficiency in any of the con . 
Hitions specificd under items 2 , 4 , 5 , 6 , 8 , 9 and 10 in the standards. 
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Illustration . Suppose a Library has a book-stock of 10,000 and a book 
issue between 12,000 and 17,90. Then when fixing the grade of the Library on 
the basis of the book -stock , the Grade Al will le provisionally assignce . But 
this library has not the required number of issues of books corresronding to 
Al Grade and has issues of Looks corresponding to A grade only. But ile 
classification need not be recluced by one grade from the eligibl : grade as per 
book-stock provided thatall the other conditions under items, 2 , 4, 5 , 6 , 8,9 
and 10 are satisfied for Al Grade. In that case.ll Grade can be assigned to 
the library . But if there is any more deficiency in any of the conditions 
under items 2 , 4 , 5 , 6 , 8 , 9 and 10 , then , the classification will be reduced by 
one grade and the Grade A a signed to the Library , 

(iii ) If the deficiency of book issue is to the extent ofmore than one 
grade, the classification of the library fixed on the basis of book-stock will 
correspondingly be reduced in accordance with the deficiency of issue and 
the next higher grade will be fixed for the library . 

Illustration.- If a Library has a book -stock corresponding to Al Grade 
but book issuc only corresponding to Bl Gr.de, the library will le given 
Grade provided all the other conditions in irens 2, 4, 5 , 6 , 8, 9 and 10 are 
satisfied for A Grade. But if there is further deficiency in any of the condi. 
tions under items 2 , 4, 5 , 6 , 8 , 9 and 10 then the classification will be reliced 
by one more grade and the next grade viz : B1 Grade alone will ic assigned 
and so on . 

(iv ) If there is an increase in the number of issues to an extent of two or 
more grades, the classification will be raised by one grade. 

Illustration . - Spose a library las at book stock for H Gade only but 
has book issue for G or any other higher grade, the classification will be 
raised by one grade and next higher grade viz: Hi will be fixed . 

(v ) If the average cost of books is below Rs. 2 for the resultant :11 :0 B 
Grades and below Re. I for other grades, the classification will be further 
reduced by one grade. 

(vi) in the case of E to H Grade libraries, the classification will be 
raised by one grade for the first year iſ the library possesses a newly const; uc 
ted building 

(vii) This classification will further be raised by one more grade for the 
conduct of any one or more of the following Social or Cultural..ctivities in 
the library (1 ) Possession and use of radio sct, (2 ) Adult Education classes 
(3 ) Hindi Classes with a minimum strength of 15 , ( 1) Arts Club , and 
(5 ) Wome:i s or Children s activities. 

(viii ) Whateser be the dcticiency of any library , if it satisfies theani. 
mum conditions regarding the look stock and issue the minimum grade H 
will be given . 

(ix ) If there is any library which does not even satisfy these ma nimum 
conditions the library will not be considere eligible for anyonu : grint. 
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PART. II 
RULES FOR PAYMENT OF LIBRARIANS ALLOWANCE 

TO LIBRARIES 
1. Librarians of A to D grade libraries are ligible for librarians 
allowance at the rate of Rs. 15 p . m . in the case of libraries of A to C 
grade libraries and Rs . 10 p . m . in the case of librarians of D grade 
libraries 

2. The following procedure shall be adopted for the disbursement of 
the allowance . 

(i) The allowances due shall be claimed by the Secretary of the 
Library concerned in the grant bill form at Appendix IV and the bill for 
warded to the General Secretary , Kerala Grandhasala Sanghorn . 

( ii ) The General Secretary will after due verification endorse a certi 
ficate on the grant bill to the effect that the librarian for whom the allou 
ance is claimed has been working in the library very satisfactorily for the 
full month for which the claim is preferred , keeping in view the progress of 
the institution in which he is employed and forward the bill duly signed by 
him to the concerned Officer entrusted by the Government for counter 
signing the bills . 

(iii) The countersigning Officer after satisfying himself of the correct 
ness of the claim shall countersign the bill and return it to the Secretary of 
the Library concerned for encashment from the treasury specified in the 
bill. 

(iv) The Secretary of the Library shall on receipt of the money from 
the Treasury enter the same in the accounts of the library and disburse the 
amount to his librarian under proper acquittance from the Librarian . The 
date of encashment and disbursement will be reported to the concerned 
District Educational Officers and the General Secretary, Kerala Grandhasala 
Sanghom with reasons for the delay if any in the disbursement. 

(v) Libraries not affiliated to the Kerala Grandhasala Sanghom may 
forward the bills direct to the concerned District Educational Officer who in 
turn will return them duly countersigned , to the libraries. 
Note : This allowance is payable only to the Librarians of Libraries 

managed by private parties and not to the Librarians who 
are employees ofGovernment or Quasi-Government Bodies. 

PART III 
A. RULES FOR PAYMENT OF BUILDING AND FURNITURE 

GRANT TO LIBRARIES 
1. Grants not exceeding one third of the estimated cost of the building 
and of furniture or Rs. 2,566 in the case of Type I building , or Rs. 1,733 in 
the case of Type II building, whichever is less may be awarded to the 
libraries for the construction of buildings ar.d purchase of furniture. The 
estimated cost of the building and of furniture shall be certified by a P.W.D. 
Oſlicer not below the rank of a Junior Engineer and the grants will be 
sanctioned subject to the availability of funds. 
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Applications for grant in cases of libraries proposing buildings of higher 
type designs than the type designs appended (Appendix VI) will be con 
sidered by Government individually on merits , provided the construction 
work is taken up after the previous approval of Government . 

2. Applications for grants under these rules showing the details of 
construction and purchase of furniture shall be made by the Pre ident of the 
Library before 1st May of each year to the Kerala Grandhasala Sanghom 
in respect of libraries affiliated to the Sanghom and to the District Educa 
tional Officers in other cases. The Kerala Grandhasala Sangliom or the 
District Educational Officers as the case may be will scrutinise the appli 
cation and forward them to the Director of Public Instruction before 1st 
July of each year with such other details as may be required by the Director 
of Public Instruction . 
3. Two types of buildings have been approved for this purpose . 

The 
first type is one having a plinth area of 61 sq . metres at an estimated cost 
of Rs. 6,600 with a provision for electrification costing Rs. 200, furniture 
costing Rs. 700 and RCC . racks at a cost of Rs. 200 i. e. Rs. 7,700 in all. 
The second type is one having a plinth area of 40 sq . metres at an estimated 
cost of Rs. 4,560 with a provision for electrification costing Rs. 40 , furniture 
costing Rs. 400 and RCC . racks at a cost of Rs. 200 i. e. Rs. 5,200 in all . 

The buildings shall be constructed in accordance with the approved 
plans and estimates which will be available in the office of the Kerala 
Grandhasala Sanghom and the District Educational Officers for reference . 
Litho prints of the designs can be had from these offices on payment of 
37 Ps. for each print. 

The District Educational Officers or the Kerala Grandhasala Sanghom 
may allow slight alteration to be made in the type designs to suit the lay out 
of the site on which the building is to be put up . 

"4. Libraries which apply for grants under these rules should have 
completed in full or at least 2/3 of the construction work and purchase of 
furniture at the time of application and should have incurred expenditure 
of not less than two thirds of thefapproved estimated cost or twice the 
amount of the grant applied for, whichever is less. 

In either case a certificate to that effect from a P.W.D.Officer not 
below the rank of a Junior Engineer should accompany the application . 

A certificate from the Tahsildar to the effect that the land in which the 
building is constructed is owned by the Library or is in its possession by way 
of lease as per Kuthakapattom rules and another certificate from the Sub 
Registrar to the effect that there are no encumbrances of any kind on the 
land should also be furnished along with the application . 

5. Before the actual receipt of the grant, an agreement in the form 
appended in Appendix VII should be executed by the President of the 
Library undertaking that the construction work as well as purchase of 
furniture will be completed according to the approved plan and estimate 
within one year of the receipt of grant. 
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The amount of grant received should always be credited forth with to 
the accounts of the Library . 

Failure to complete construction and purchase as aforesaid and to 
credit the grant to the accounts will entail refund of the grant and forfeiture 
of future annual grants. 

6. The detailed accounts and full particulars relating to the grants 
disbursed shall bemaintained by the District Educational Officer who will 
forward to the Examiner of Local Fund Accounts and the Director of Public 
Instruction a statement of the accounts and particulars within a fortnight of 
the disbursement. 
NOTE :-- The building grant amount will , after sanction be drawn by 

the President on grant-in -aid bill formsas in Appendix IV duly 

countersigned by the District Educational Officer concerned . 
7. Within three months after the completion of the construction work 
and purchase of furniture (or the receipt of the grant in the case of com 
pleted buildings) the President of the Library receiving the grant shall 
furnish to the District Educational Officers a statement of accounts of the 
expenditure incurred . If the amount of grant received is found to be in 
excess of what the library is eligible for under the rules, the President shall 
refund the excess amount to the Treasury and furnish the chalan to the 
District Educational Officer along with the statement. If the excess is not 
so refunded , steps will be taken to recover the amount from the President. 
Libraries which fail to keep proper accounts and registers as prescribed by 
the Departmental Officers and which do not furnish to the District Educa 
tional Officers concerned statement of accounts of the expenditure incurred 
within three months as aforesaid , will be liable for refund of the whole 
amount of grant received and forfeiture of future annual grant. Immediately 
after the said period of three months the District Educational Officer will 
initiate action against such libraries for the recovery of the grant amount as 
per paragraph 10 of the agreement and for withholding future annual grant. 

8. The Examiner of Local Fund Accounts will conduct an audit of the 
accounts the libraries and see that the grants are utilised properly . The 
Examiner of Local Fund Accounts will furnish to the Director of Public 
Instruction a certificate regarding the proper utilisation of the grants along 
with the audited accounts of the libraries and the Director of Public Instruc 
tion will transmit the certificate to the Accountant General. 

9. Libraries which had started actual construction of buildings before 
11-4-1958 need not conform to the type designs and estimates specified above 
but they will be subjected to all other rules stated above . 
B. SPECIAL RULES FOR PAYMENT OF GRANTS TO 

LIBRARIES PROPOSING HIGHER TYPE DESIGNS 

1. Libraries proposing construction of buildings in higher type 
designs will be eligible for grant only if the construction of the building is 
started after its design and estimate are approved by Government. 
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2. Applications from such libraries for grant will be considered only 
if 2/3 of the construction of the building is completed , 

3 : Grant will be sanctioned at the rate of 1/3 of the approved esti 
mated cost of the building and of furniture subject to a maximum of 
Rs. 15,000 . 

4. The grant amount will be paid only in instalments , the maxi 
mum instalment being Rs. 5,000 at a time. The first instalnentwill be 
released immediately after Governmentsanction the grant and the subsc 
quent instalments will be paid only if there is satisfactory progress in the 
work . This should also be certified by an Engineer not below the rank of 
an Assistant Engineer. The final instalment willbe paid only on production 
of a completion certificate from an Engineer not below the rank of an 
Assistant Engineer. 

5. The period within which the construction of building for which 
grant is sanctioned should be completed will be specified in the order sanc 
tioning grants and the maximum time limit will be three years from date of 
approval of estimate and plan and sanction of grant by Government. 

6. The agreement by the grantee receiving grant shall be executed 
on stamped paper of the value of Rs. 2.25 (Rupees two and Paisc twenty 
five only). The Model form of agreement is given in Appendix VIII. 

7. All the other rules issued in Part III- A will be strictly ad 
hered to . 


PART - IV 
RULES FOR THE PAYMENT OF ANNUAL GRANT TO 

THE KERALA GRANDHASALA SANGHOM 
1. The grants given by the Government annually to the Kerala 
Grandha: ala Sanghom are for its establishment and organisation expenses 
and the Examiner of Local Fund . Accounts will conduct an annual audit of 
the accounts of the Sanghom to see that the grant has been utilised for the 
purpose . 

2. The following items will come under the term " Organisation 
Expenses" . 

(i) Organisation of now libraries not including purchase of and 

supply of books. 
( ii) Inspection of libraries. 
( iii) Conducting discussion , ineetings and Seminars. 
( iv ) Giving instructions towards improving the tonc and efliciency 

of libraries , 
(v ) Publishing articles , pamphlets, ctc., connected with the Library 

Movement and Reviewing of books. 
NOTE . - The Magazine " Grandhalokam " does not come under the 

scope of " Articles , Pamphlets , etc. " . 
G. 831 
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(vi) Supply of list of books useful for libraries. 
(vii) The work done by the Taluk Unions viz., inspection of the 

libraries located in the respective taluks and issue of directions 

to them in promoting the library movement. 
3. The following procedure will be adopted for the disbursement of the 
annual grant to the Sanghom .

According to rule 14 of the General Provident Fund (Kerala) Rules, 
if an officer fails to subscribe to the Fund with effect from the date on which 
he is required to subscribe to it, interest as provided in the rules will have to 
be recovered on the arrears of subscription . The Accountant General has 
reported to Government that the calculation of interest on arrears of sub 
scription is a very cumbersome process and that the time and labour spent 
on it in the departmental offices and in his office are not justified by the 
resultant addition to the subscribers account consequent on the realisation 
of this interest, which will not be anything appreciable. The Accountant 
General has therefore suggested that the existing practice of realising interest. 
on arrears of subscription may be dispensed with . 

2. According to the above rule , the number of instalments for the 
recovery of arrears of subscription has to be fixed by the authority competent 
to sanction temporary advances for special reasons under rule 16 ( 1) ( d ) ibid . 
The Accountant Generalhas pointed out that this procedure results in delay 
in the recovery of arrears and that pending receipt of sanction in each caie , 
the amounts deducted have to be kept under objection in audit. He has 
therefore suggested that rule 14 of the General Provident Fund (Kerala ) 
Rules may be amended suitably, vesting the powers to fix the number of 
instalments for the recovery of arrears of subscription with the heads of 
offices. 
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3. Having examined the question in detail , Government are pleased to 
accept the suggestions of the Accountant General and issue the following 
notification in the matter .

Draft of the Kerala Loiler Rules, 1966 . 
1. Short title.— (1) These rules may be called, the Kerala Boilers 
Rules, 1966 . 

(2 ) They shall extend to the whole of the State of Kerala . 
2. Definitions. - In these rules unless there is anything repugnant in the 
subject or context, 

(a) Act means the Indian Boilers Act, 1923 (5 of 1923) ; 

Section means a section of the said Act. 
(b) “Chief Inspector , Deputy Chief Inspector , , Inspector , 

Inspecting Authority , Inspecting Officer , Owner , 
Competent Authority , and prescribed shall have the 
respective meanings as assigned to them in the Act and the

(d ) Regulation means a regulation framed by the Central Boilers 

Board under section 28 of the Act. 
3. Payment of fees and costs. - All fees and costs payable under the Act or 
Regulations or Rules framed thereunder , shall be deposited into a Govern 
ment Treasury . 

An application to which the treasury receipt is affixed shall be deemed 
to be accompanied by the prescribed fee. 
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All fees and costs levied under the Act shall be disposed of in such 
manner as the Government shall direct from time to time. 

4. Calculation of registration and inspection fees . Every application under 
sub -section ( 1) of section 7 and sub -section (3 ) of section 8 shall be accom 
panied by a fee calculated on the basis of boiler rating às prescribed under 
regulation 384. The formula for calculating the boiler rating shall be as 
prescribed in regulation 383 . 

5. Fees for registration and first inspection of boilers shall be as prescribed 
in regulation 385 .

7. Fees for inspection and test during construction .- (i) Fees for inspection of 
boilers and parts thereof under construction shall be the same as prescribed 
in Regulation 395 A. 

(ii) (a ) Cast mountings and fittings . 

• A fee of Rs. 150 shall be charged for examination and certification of 
a single lot ofmountings and fittings made from the same cast but the num 
ber of items in one such lot shall not be exceeding 50 . 

(b ) Fabricated mountings and fittings 

A fee of Rs. 150 shall be charged for examination and certification of 
a single lot of mountings and fittings not exceeding 10 . 

The manufacturer , in addition ,shall supply free of charge the labour 
and appliances which may be necessary for such machanical tests as are 
required under the Regulations. Failing to find facilities for the prescribed 
test, the manufacturer shall bear the cost of carrying out such tests elsewhere . 

(c) The charges for the examination of drawings only for mountings 
and fittings to be manufactured shall be Rs. 50 for each such drawing. 

8. The fees mentioned in rule 6 shall cover complete inspection including 
hydraulic test and steam test, where such tests are necessary, subject to the 
provision of sub -section (2) of section 14 . 

9. Second fee for reinspection of defective boilers and inspections in default. - A 
second fee shall be leviable for reinspection of a defective boiler and also in 
cases where the inspection of a boiler is begun , but owing to the fault or 
neglect of the owner or person in charge is not completed within a period of 
six months from the date of commencement of inspection . 
10 . Sanction of Chief Inspector to second fec . - No cxtra fec sha l be levicd 
except with the sanction of the Chief Inspector. 

11. Fee for duplicate certificate.- A duplicate certificate for lona- fide pui 
pose may be issued to boiler owner under the order of the Chief Inspector on 
receipt of a fee of Rs. 5 . 

12. Fee for copy of registration book. - Fee for a copy of a registration book 
containing only particulars and dimensions of the boiler shall be Rs. K. 
While issuing copies of registration books, copies of official inspection notes 
shall not be furnished . 

13. Paymentof Inspectors travelling expenses in certain cases. — If the owner of 
a boiler requires an inspection at a time which would necessitate a special 
travel by an Inspector, he shall in addition to the registration or inspection 
fee, pay of additionalsim as the Chief Inspector may determine to cover the 


conveyance and travelling allowance charges of the Inspector from his head 
quarters and for any attending staff accompanying him . The payment of 
such fees shall also be made in the manner as prescribed in rule 3 . 

14. Refund of fees. - Fees paid in excess and ſees paid for inspections which

thereof and has received training as a practical engineer in the design , con 
struction , operation or maintenance of boilers for not less than two years.

17. Duties of Chief Inspector.- (1) The Chief Inspector shall exercise the 
powers and perform the duties conferred and imposed on him by or under 
the Act; but his principal duty shall normally be the supervision and control 
of the work of the Deputy Chief Inspector and Inspectors. He shall inspect 
and examine boilers only in exceptional cases and where he considers that 
the work of an Inspector requires a personal check . 

( 2) The Chief Inspector shall 

(a ) have the registration particulars and calculations submitted by 
the Inspectors for all boilers inspected for registration checked as prescribed 
in Chapter IX of the Regulations and enter under his own signature the 
approved working pressure and all orders required under Section 7, or 

(b ) pass orders on the proposals under section 7 or section 8 , 

(c) recommend to the Government the area of jurisdiction of each 
Inspector, 

(d ) pass orders in all cases in which an Inspector proposed to 
increase or reduce the pressure allowed for any boiler under clause (a ) (i ) 
of the second proviso to sub section (5 ) of section 8 , withdraw or revoke the 
certificate or provisional order under section 11 or to order important 
repairs, structural alterations or renewals in a boiler under section 3 , 

(e) pass orders in all cases in which it is reported that after due 
notice the boiler has not been properly prepared for inspection under sub 
section 2 of section 14 , 

(f ) decide all appeals preferred against an order of an Inspector 
under section 19 , 

(g ) sanction prosecutions under the Act, 
(h ) enquire into serious accidents to boilers, 

prepare the annual report on the administration of the Act in 
the State , 

( j) perform the duties conferred on an Inspecting Authority under 
the Regulations, 

(k ) depute the Deputy Chief Inspector or Inspector to perform the 
duties of an Inspecting Officer under the Regulations, 

(1) pass orders on the reports of the Inspecting Officers and perform 
all the duties conferred on an Inspecting Authority under the Regulations, 

(m ) perform the duties conferred on a Competent Authority under 
the Regulations, 

(n ) approve all drawings and plans for boilers or parts thereof sub 
mitted under regulation 393 or regulation 395 , 

(3) Advice to owners. The Chief Inspector may advise owners regarding 
the proper maintenance, safe working , feed water treatment and cleaning of 
boilers: 
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(4 ) Maintenance of registers. - The Chief Inspector shall keep in his 
office, 

( a ) a register of oppeals, and 

(b ) a register of accidents . 

(5 ) Refund. — The Chief Inspector shall be the authority for the grant 
of refund of fees paid in excess. 

18. Duties of Deputy Chief Inspector.- (1 ) The Deputy Chief Inspector 
shall 

(a ) check the registration and memorandum of inspection books of 
all boilers proposed for registration , 

(b ) scrutinise plans and drawings submitted in advance under 
regulation 393 or regulation 395 , 

(c) examine and countersign the memorandum of inspection book of 
each boiler after each inspection , 

(d ) enter under his own signature any subsequent entries required 
in the registration book , 

(e) enquire into serious accidents to boilers within his jurisdiction 
and submit reports to the Chief Inspector for a personal enquiry by him if 
considered necessary , 

(f) maintain a register in Form A appended to these rules, of all 
boilers registered within the State and those which have been transferred to 
· the State, 

(g) keep in his office the memorandum of inspection books of all 
boilers borne on the register, 

(h ) scrutinise the certificates prepared in Form II, Form III, 
Form III-A , Form III-B , and Form IV , of the Regulations, 

(i) , perform the duties of an Inspecting Officer when deputed to do 
so by the Inspecting Authority , 

( j) keep a register of all registration and inspection fees received , 

(k ) generally assist the Chief Inspector in the administration of 
the Act. 

(2) Deputy Chief Inspector to advise owners. - The Deputy Chief Inspector 
may from time to time examíne boilers in commission to ascertain if they are 
being operated in conformity with the terms and conditions specified in the 
certificate and advise owners on the safety in operation, good maintenance 
and periodic cleaning ofboilers and feed water treatment. 

19. Duties of an Inspector.-- (1) The principal duties of an Inspector shall 
be inspection and examination of boilers and steam pipes and other 
connected fittings for registration or renewal of certificates . He shall also 
perform the duties of an Inspecting Officer when required to do so by 
the Inspecting Authority . Inspection shall be carried out in strict accord 
ance with the Regulations and these Rules . 
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(2) Kinds of Inspection . — There shall be three kinds of inspection of 
boilers : 

(a ) when a boiler has been offered for registration as required under 
section 71 

(b ) when the certificate granted under this Act is about to expire or 
when it has been revoked or withdrawn under section 11 and the owner 
desires that it shall be renewed under Section 8 , 

(c ) 

an inspection at any time for the purpose of ascertaining if the 
boiler is being operated in conformity with the provisions of the Act and 
rules framed thereunder . 

(3) Search for unregistered boilers.-- It shall be the duty of an Inspector to 
search for unregistered or uncertificated boilers within his area and to sce 
that certificated boilers are worked in accordance with the terms of the certi 
ficates and with the regulations or rules of the Act. 

(4 ) Inspector to advise owners .-- At the time of inspection , inspectors 
may advise the owners and the person in charge of the boiler on the safety 
in operation , good maintenance and periodic cleaning of boilers and feed 
water treatment. 

(5) Specific duties .-- Inspectors shall, 

(a ) maintain a memorandum of inspection book for each boiler as 
prescribed in regulation 386 under their charge and submit it to the Deputy 
Chief Inspector or Chief Inspector for examination and countersignature 
after each inspection ; 

.(b ) receive applications for registration or inspection under section 7 
or section 8 in Form B - l appended to these rules, 

(c) enquire into accidents of boilers, steam pipes or connected 
fittings and report to the Deputy Chief Inspector or Chief Inspector ; 

(d ) report to the Chief Inspector cases of unreported accidents, dis 
covered at the time of inspection ; 

(c) submit for the orders of the Deputy Chief Inspector or Chief 
Inspector ; 

(i) thememorandum of inspection books of all boilers proposed 
for registration under section 7 , 

(ii ), proposals for increasing or reducing the pressure of a boiler 
after inspection under clause (a) ( ii) of the second proviso to sub- section (5) 
of section 8 , 

(iii) proposals for necessary repairs, structural alternations or 
renewals to a boiler after inspection under clause ( b ) of the sccond proviso 
to sub -scction (5 ) of section 8 , 

(iv ) proposals for refusing to renew a certificate under section 8 
and proposals for revoking or withdrawing a certificate or provisional order 
under section 11 , 

(v) report when boilers have not been properly prepared for 
inspection under section 14 , 
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(vi) proposal for prosecutions under the Act, and forwerd the 
same with his recommendation to the Deputy Chief Inspector or Chief 
Inspector of Boilers, 

(f ) receive report of accidents under section 18 and forward the 
same with his recommendation to the Deputy Chief Inspector or Chief 
Inspector of Boilers, 

(g ) Submission of declaration by the Inspector :-when an inspection under. 
the Act is completed , the Inspector making it shall prepare a declaration in 
Form B -2 appended to these rules , in column 8 in which the limit of the 
working pressure shall be clearly noted , and shall forward the same with the 
application to the Deputy Chief Inspector or Chief Inspector. 

20. Inspection at special times.- No examination of a boiler shall be made 
by an Inspector for the purpose of registering or renewing the certificate of a 
boiler on a Sunday or on a public holiday under the Negotiable Instruments 
Act, 1881 , or between the hours of sunset and sunrise without the specific 
orders of the Chief Inspector in each case . 

21. Duties as an Inspecting Officer.-- As an Inspecting Officer an Inspector 
shall 

(a) maintain a schedule of such examination of boilers or parts thereof 
in such forms as may be required by the Inspecting Authority ; 

(b ) submit to the Inspecting Authority reports in such form as may be 
required by the Inspectiug Authority on the results of the examination 
carried out on boilers or parts thereof in accordance with the standards laid 
down in the regulations and with particular reference to the variations 
therefrom ; 

(c) report the results of the tests carried out on materials or scantlings 
in his presence ; 

(d) maintain records of all tests (both destructive and non -destructive) 
carried out by him or under his supervision ; and 

(e) when radiographic examinations are carried out to boilers or parts 
thereof or to other scantlings, give his opinion in 

the Inspecting 
Authority with regard to the acceptability or otherwise ofthe parts examined 
in such form as inay be required by the Inspecting Authority . 

22. Receipt of application for registration. --Application for registration of 
boiler shall be made under sub-section (1 ) ofsection 7 either to the Deputy 
Chief Inspector or Chief Inspector or Inspector of the local area in which 
the boiler is situated and shall be accompanied by a receipt for the pres. 
cribed fee . No application shall be accepted without the receipt. No 
boiler shall be registered if on measurement the fee is found to be deficient 
until the deficit has been paid . Excess payment if any shall be refunded 
after registration . 

23. Registration . The Inspector shall fix a date for the examination of 
the boiler as required under sub -section (2) of section 7. He shall proceed 
to take action under sub-section (3 ) of section 7 on the date fixed and 
submit his report to the Chief Inspector as early as practicable. 
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The Chief Inspector shall issue his orders under sub -section (4) of 
section 7 without delay . 

24. Register of registered boilers . — The Deputy Chief Inspector or Chief 
Inspector shall maintain a register of registered boilers in serial order in 
Form A appended to these rules in two parts. In part I, (boilers originally 
registered in the State ) the registered number of a boiler shall be the one 
immediately following the last serial number in the register . Gap numbers 
due to boilers being broken up or transferred to another State shall not be 
filled up . In part II (boilers originally registered in other States) entries shall 
bemade as prescribed in rule 18 (1) (f ). 

The Inspector in charge of an office shall keep a similar register for all 
boilers within his jurisdiction . 

25. Procedure or transfer of a boiler.Whenever a boiler is transferred from 
another State to Kerala , the owner shall under clause (b ) of section 6 apply 
to the Chief Inspector for the registration of the transfer. The Chief 
Inspector shall then obtain the registration book and memorandum of 
inspection book of the boiler from the State from which the boiler was trans 
ferred . No fee shall be charged for recording transfer. The boiler cannot be 
used before the transfer is recorded . 

26. Entry of transferred boilers in register.On receipt of the registration and 
memorandum of Inspection book , the Deputy Chief Inspector or Chief 
Inspector shall enter the boiler under its original number in part II of his 
register and shall instruct the Inspector of the area in which the boiler is . 
situated to enter it similarly in his register . The registration book and the 
memorandum of inspection book shall be kept in the Office of the Deputy 
Chief Inspector or the Chief Inspector . 

27. Note of transferred and dismantled boilers. -Whenever a boiler has been 
transferred to another State or broken up, the fact shall be noted in the 
register. In the case of a boiler that has been permanently dismantled , the 
registration book and the memorandum of inspection book shall be destroyed 

28. Investigation of accidents .- On receipt of a report of an accident to a 
boiler or steam pipe under section 18 , the Inspector shall with the least 
possible delay proceed to the place to investigate the accident. If the report 
is received by the Deputy Chief Inspector or Chief Inspector, he shall forward 
it at once to the Inspector within whose jurisdiction , the accident has 
occurred for necessary action . 

29. Procedure during enquiry.--- The Inspector at his cnquiry shall make a 
careful examination of the damaged parts and shall take such measurements 
and make such sketches for the purpose of his report as he may deem neces 
sary . He shall enquire into the circumstances attending the accident and 
note the time of its occurrence, its nature and extent, the injury caused to 
persons and the damage to property. The report shall be given in form C 
anpended to these rules,

30. Power to hold enquiry in writing.- The Inspector shall take the written 
statement of witnesses and all persons immediately concerned with the 
accident. In order to comply with the provision of sub-section (2) of 
Section 18 , the Inspector shall present to the owner or person in charge of 
the boiler, a series of written questions on all points that are material to the 
enquiry. 

31. Use of boiler after accident. — The Inspector sball decide whether the 
use of the boiler can be permitted at the same or at a lower pressure without 
repairs or pending the completion of any repairs or alterations that hemay 
order. In no case shall be issue a provisional order or renew a certificate 
until his orders have been carried out. 

32. Procedure in case of serious accidents .-- The report shall be sent without 
delay to the Deputy Chief Inspector or Chief Inspector , who if he considers 
that the investigation has been sufficient, shall record the facts in his register 
of accidents and shall enter a brief account of the accident in the register 
and Memorandum of Inspection Books. If, however, the accident is of a 
serious nature and in all cases in which an explosion has occurred , the 
Chief Inspector on receipt of the report shall proceed to investigate the 
accident personally either alone or with the Deputy Chief Inspector or any 
other Inspector as considered necessary. 

33. Reference in the annual report. — A brief account of all accidents and 
their causes shall be included in the annual report on the working of the 
Act. 

34. Unreported accidents . If in the course of any inspection or at any 
other time, the Inspector discovers damage which goes within the definition 
of an accident, but it has not been reported , he shall report the fact at once 
to the Chief Inspector for action under clause (d ) of Section 24 . 

35. Attendance during hearing of appeals under section 19. - Under orders 
of the Chief Inspector, the Inspector shall attend during the hearing of 
appeals with regard to boilers within his area before the Chief Inspector or 
appellate authority. 

36. Appellate authority . --The Government shall constitute an appellate 
authority under Section 20 for such period as it may deem fit. The 
appellate authority shall be presided over by an Officer who has exercised 
or is exercising the powers of a District Judge or a District Magistrate. 

37. Panel of assessors. - The Government shall constitute a panel of 
assessors for the purpose of assisting the appellate authority in the hearing 
of appeals . Assessors shallbe competent persons with necessary technical 
knowledge and experience and must be qualified mechanical engineers. 

38. Attendance of assessors.-Whenever the date for hearing of an appeal 
before the appellate authority has been fixed , the Chief Inspector shall 
under the orders of the appellate authority arrange for the attendance of at 
least 3 members of the panel to act as assessors. 
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39. Remuneration of assessors.--An assessor shall receive such remunera 
tion and travelling allowances for any day on which he attends the appellate 
authority as the State Governmentmay, by order, direct. 

40. Filing of appeal.- Every appcal shall be made in writing either in 
English or in the official language of the State, and shall be presented to 
the Chief Inspector, within thirty days of the communication to him of the 
order against which an appeal is preferred . 

41. Form of appeal. — The appeal shall be accompanied by the original 
order , notice or report appealed against, or by a certificated copy thereof; 
or where no such order, notice or report has been made in writing, by a 
clear statement of facts appealed against, the grounds of appeal and the 
relevant sections of the Act. 

42. Fixing a date for hearing. - On receipt of an appeal, the Chief Inspector 
shall at once fix a date for hearing of the appeal, if the appeal is to be heard 
by himself and obtain date for the hearing of the appeal from the appellate 
authority, if it is to be heard by the appellate authority . No delay shall be 
made in deciding appeals . 

43. Procedure during hearing . – When the date for hearing has been fixed , 
the Chief Inspector shall at once issue a notice to the appellant stating the 
date for hearing and informing him that if he wishes to be heard in support 
of the appeal or to produce evidence, he must be present either in person or 
by an authorised agent with his evidence on the date fixed . The notice 
shall be sent by registered post to such address as shall be entered in the 
petition . 

44. Presence of Inspector . — In all appeals the Chief Inspector shall decide 
whether the presence of the Inspector is necessary and issue orders 
accordingly . 

45. Attendance of witnesses . — The appellate authority shall have power to 
secure the attendance of witnesses and to make cal enquiries and for this 
purpose shall exercise the powers of a court under the provisions of the 
Code of Civil Procedure, 1908 . 

46. Ex-parte decision . If the appellant is not present on the date fixed , 
the appealmay be decided in his absence . 

47. Costs in appeals. - In appeals before the appellate authority, the 
appellate authority shall decide the costs and recover them from the 
appellant in any case in which the appeal is dismissed . In all cases of 
appeals in which a local inspection is required by the appellant, he shall 
deposit in advance the full costs of such inspection . 

48. Fees required for certificates granted on appeals. — Any order on appeal 
authorising the registering of a boiler or the grant of the renewal of a 
certificate shall be deemed to be subject to the payment of such fees as arc 
prescribed by rules or regulations framed under the Act .

1. Short title . These rules may be called the Kerala Municipalitics 
(Remission of revenue to lessees and contractors) Rules, 1966 . 

2. No remission of revenue to be granted except as allowed under rules . - All 
lessees of revenue from municipal councils, all lessees of immovable property 
belonging to or vested in municipal councils and all persons who have enter 
cd into contracts with municipal councils shallbe held strictly to the terms of 
their leases) or contracts and no remission shall be granted to them except 
in accordance with the provisions of rules 3 and 4 . 

3. Restrictions and control on grant of remissions. -Remission to lessecs and 
contractors shall be granted by the council subject to the following restri 
ctions and control namely : 

(a) Remission shall be ranted only in cases in which the lessee or 
contractor is prevented from carrying out his part of the lease or contract by 
reason of the occurrence of some extraordinary extrinsic causes which could 
not reasonably have been anticipated , for example, the compulsory closing 
on account of outbreak of an epidemic of a market which has been leased out 
or the occurrence of a cyclone resulting in the large scale uprooting of fruit 
bearing trees which have been leased out for collection of usufructs ; 

(b ) the remission granted shall bear a reasonable proportion to the 
loss actually sustained on account of such extraordinary cause as assessed by 
the Commissioner ; and 

(c) when the amount to be remitted exceeds Rs. 1.000 the previous 
sanction of the Director of Municipalities shall be obtained therefor. 
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4. Penalties to be strictly enforced .-- Penalties provided in the lease or 
contract shall be strictly enforced in accordance with the terms of the lease 
or contract. Penalties for belated payment of the amount due to the 
municipal council under the lease or contract shall not be remitted except in 
cases where the payments of instalments of the amount due are , in the 
opinion of the Commissioner, fairly regular and the whole amount due to the 
municipal council under the lease or contract is paid before the end of the 
period to which the lease or contract relates.

AWARD 
This dispute between the parties above named has been referred for 
adjudication to this Tribunal by Government Order No. 52494 /H4/63/HLD 
dated 6-8-1963. The issue referred is : 

" Bonus for the year 1961-62.” 
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2. The case of the Union is set out in its statement dated 28-8-1963 as 
follows: The Cochin Commercial Employees Association (hereinafter 
referred to as C. C. E. A. for the sake of brevity ) placed a demand before the 
Management for payment of 7 month s basic salary as bonus to the monthly 
paid staff for the year 1961-62. The Association represents a large majority 
of the monthly paid staff employed by the Management at its " Cochin Head 
Office . The Association did not get any reply to the aforesaid demand , 
despite repeated reminders. Since the Management was putting off the 
demand, the Association moved the Deputy . Labour Officer, Mattancherry 
to initiate conciliation proceedings regarding the dispute . The Deputy 
Labour Officer convened several conferences but the Management did not 
participate in any one of them and was repeatedly asking for adjournments . 
While so , on 19-7-1963, the Management put up a notice on their notice 
board informing the employees that they have reached an agreement on the 
question of bonus and that the quantum has been fixed at 24 months basic 
salary and appointing 29-7-1963 as the date for payment. As this was done 
behind the back of the C. C. E. A., the Association wrote to the Management 
protesting against their action and requesting them to arrive at a proper 
settlement with them . The Deputy Labour Officer was also informed about 
this stand taken by the Association . The Management replied that they 
have reached the agreement with the Mercantile Employees Association (to 
be referred to hereafter as M. E. A.) regarding the quantum of bonus_and 
that they are not prepared for any further negotiations with the C. C. E. A. 
on the matter, It is in these circumstances that the dispute had led to the 
present reference. The demand of the Association for 7 months basic wages 
as bonus is perfectly reasonable and justifiable on the trading results of the 
company for the year in question . The M. E. A. has no right to represent 
the Cochin Employees and the agreement alleged to have been entered into 
with it by the Management cannot bind the Cochin employees. The 
Management has already paid one month s wages as bonus to all its monthly 
paid staff . Over and above that, they have also paid an additional 11 months 
wages 23 bonus to such of those who aremembers of the M , E. Ā . Even 
though an offer was made to pay it to the members of the C. C. E.A. as well , 
the latter were not in a position to accept it since it was made conditional 
on their giving a full and complete discharge of all their claims regarding 
bonus. The meinbers of the C.C. E. A. are convinced that they are entitled 
to get under law a much higher bonus. The Management is now coercing 
and tempting the members of this Association to accept the offer and give a 
final discharge . This would itself prove that the Management can afford to 
pay additional bonus. It is accordingly prayed that the Management may 
be ordered : 

(a ) to pay an interim bonus equivalent to 14 months basic salary . 
(b ) to pay 7 months basic salary as additional bonus for the year 

1961-62 

(c) to pay costs of these proceedings to the Association . 
3. The Management filed a written statement on 7-10-1963 contending 
inter alia , as follows: ---The question of bonus for the year 1961-62 has been 
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settled with the M. E , A , by a Memorandum of Settlement dated 18-7-1963 . 
In view of this, the reference of the dispute by the Government is beyond its 
powers and this Tribunai has no jurisdiction to proceed with the same. The 
M.E. A. represents the large majority of the staff of the Company in South 
India and a substantial number of the staff in Kerala also and as such it has 
been recognised as the representative organisation of the monthly paid staff 
of the company . The settlements regarding bonus in the past were aitvays 
with the M.E. A. and the members of the C. C. E. A.have alivays accepted 
and followed them . In view of this also the present dispute raised by the 
C. C. E. A. is lacking in bonafides and is intended only to harass the Manage 
mcnt. 

The statements in paragraphs 1 to 5 and 7 of the Union statement 
are completely irrelevant and the Management docs not therefore propose to 
go into them . The Management did not attend the conciliation conicerces 
only because the dates fixed were not convenient for them and the represer 
tatives of the M.E. A. were also not invited . The trading results for the year 
do not warrant even the payment of one months wages as bonus, This will 
show that the settlement with the M , E. A. was extremely fair and advanta 
geous to the staff. The Union is not entitled to any of the relieſs prayei for . 

4. The Union filed a rejoinder on 21-10-1963 controverting the conten 
tions of the Management . 

5. The Union examined WWs 1 and 2 and marked Ext, Wi to W22. 
For the Management , MWs 1 and 2 were examined and Ests. MI to M1 + 2 
were marked . 

6. The controversy in this case has become very much narrowed down 
and much of the evidence has become unnecessary bccausc at the time of the 
finalhearing, learned counsel for the Union , Mr. T. C.N. Meuon limited his 
claim for bonus to 24 months wages less the amount of bonus already paid 
to all themonthly paid staff (which is one months wages). According to 
learned counsel , the Management cannot legitimately refuse to pay it to the 
members ofhis Union , they having already paid it to thc meinbers of the 
M.E.A.who admittedly constitute the overwhelming majority of tire monthly 
paid staff . In support this position , he relies on the decisions of the Supremic 
Court reported in (1956) 2 LLJ 72, (1953 ) 2 LLJ 520 and (1961) i LLJ 6:44 
which lay down that there shall not be any discrimination between one sec 
tion of the employees and another in the matter of payment of bonus as it 
would lead to industrial unrest and discontent. Mr. T. C. N.Menon modo 
it absolutely clear that he is not basing the claim for bonus on the profits 
made by the company as indeed , he could not do because the balance sheet 
and profit and loss account for the year and other supporting documents 
filed by the Management (Ext. M3 to M33 ) would clearly show thatit 125 a 
loss year for the company . Ext. M2 dated 18-7-1963 is copy of the Settle 
ment arrived at by the managementwith the M , E. A. by which they agreed 
to pay 24 months basic pay as bonus (less one months pay already paid ) 
to all its monthly paid employees. Ext. W14 date: 19-7-1963 is copy of the 
notice put up by the Management in their notice Board announcing the above 
decision , 
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7. Learned counsel for the Management, Mr. P. K. Kurian strongly 
opposes the above claim of the union . He argues that the trading results of 
the vear being what they are, no bonus at all would be payable under the 
L. A. T. formula and that even if Section 10 of the Bonus Act, 1965 is to be 
applied , the bonus already paid , namely one months basic pay would be in 
cxcess of the minimum bonus prescribed by that Section. 

He further argues 
that the C. C. E. A. having refused to acceptthe offer contained in Ext. W14 
and having stacked their case on the supposed profits made by the company 
and claimed 7 months pay as bonus, they cannot now turn round and say 
that they are discriminated against. Further more he would also contend 
that the question of discrimination cannot be entertained since there is no 
pleading to that effect in the statements filed by the union . 

8. On a careful consideration of the arguments addressed by counsel on 
both sides, it appears to me that the reduced demand now put forward by 
the union cannot be successfully resisted . It is an admitted fact that the 
members of the M. E. A. who constitute the vast majority of the monthly 
paid employecs under the Management have been paid 24 months pay as 
bonus under Ext. M2 agreement. To deny it to the members of the 
C. C. E. A. would amount to clear discrimination as explained by the 
Supreme Court in the decisions cited above. It is true that the Manage 
menthad offered the same bonus to all its employees irrespective of their 
trade union affiliations and that it was not accepted by the C. C. E. A. 
But the Union has got its own reasons for not accepting that offer. They 
would contend that it would have been suicidal on their part to have accept 
ed the offer as it would mean a negation of their right to represent the Cochin 
employees. It is however unnecessary to consider how far this reason is 
justifiable or proper, for in my view , the conduct of the C. C. E. A. in not 
accepting the offer at the time it was made is absolutely irrelevant for the 
decision of the present dispute. The present refusal of the Management to 
pay the same bous to the mernbers of the C. C. E A.must be held sufficient 
to attract the principle of non -discrimination recognised by the decisions . 
The absence of pleadings on the question of discrimination is also immaterial 
since the facts on which it is based are not in controversy and the Manage 
ment cannot therefore pretend that thcy are taken by surprise. 

9. It is then argued by Mr. Kurian that this case has to be dealt with 
only in accordance with the provisions of the Bonus Act and therefore the 
principle ofnon -discrimination which was enunciated by courts when the 
L. A. T. formula held the field can no longer be considered to be in force . 
I see no merit in this contention . The above principle is clearly intended to 
promote industrial peace and harmony and there is nothing in the Bonus Act 
to show that it would be repugnant to any of its provisions . 

10. For the foregoing reasons I hold that the workmen concerned in 
this dispute are also entitled to 24 months wages as bonus for the year 
1961-62 . 

11. The question that remains is only the question of costs. It is 
vehemently argued by counsel for the Management that in any view of the 
matter the Management is entitled to its costs since the Union has now 
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climbed down from its original demand and is now willing to be satisfied 
with what they had offered even in the first instance . I would have acceded 
to this prayer but for the fact that the evidence of WWI (Labour Officer ) 
would show that the Management was consistently avoiding the conciliation 
conferences convened by him and it would appear that they were trying to 
by-pass the C. C. E. A with whom there have been several prior settlements . 
In these circumstances, I consider that the proper order would be to direct 
each party to bear its own costs . 

12. In the result, I pass this Award directing the Management to pay 
21 months basic pay as bonus for the year 1961-62 (less the amount already 
paid ) to all the einployees concerned in this dispute. Parties will suffer their 
respective costs. This Award shall come into force on the expiry of 30 day : 
after its publication in the Government Gazette .

( iii ) parent means the father or mother of a legitimate child and 

the mother of an illegitimate child ; 
(iv ) person means a male or female who has attained the age of 

eighteen years ; 
(v ) primary vaccination means the vaccination performed for 

the first time on any individual and all the subsequent 
operations are tcrrced revaccination " provided the primary 

vaccination provodi successful. 
(vi) " unprotected child means a child who has not been protected 

from smallpox by having had the disease either naturally or by 
having been successfully vaccinated or revaccinated within a 

period ol four years immediately preceding . 
(vii) “unprotected person means a çe: son who has no visible marks 

of smallpox or is unable to provide satisfactory evidence of 
successful vaccination or revaccination carried out within a 

period of seven years immcdiately preceding ; 
(viii) vaccination mcans the operation by which suſlicicnt vaccine 

lymph is introduced into ile skin and allowed to be absorbed 
without any interference or exposure to sun for at least fifteen 

minutes following the operationi and includes rcvaccination . 
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(ix ) vaccination depot means a place or building where vac 

cination is performed free of charge by direction of the Com 
missioner of a Corporation or any person authorised by him in 

this behalf; and 
(x ) vaccinator means : 
(a ) any medical practitioner registered under the Travancore 

Cochin Medical Practitioners Act 1953, or the Madras 
Medical Registration Act, 1914 , or the Law relating 
to registration of medical practitioners for the time being 

in force , or 
(b ) any Licentiate or Asscciate Licentiate in Indian Medicine 

with training in vaccination and registered under

(c) any person possessing the qualifications laid down by the 

Government for a vaccinator and employed by the Cor 

poration , or 
(d ) any person qualified to hold the post of a Health or 

Sanitary Inspector. 
2. (1) The parent or guardian of every unprotected child who is not 
less than three months old and who is residing within the limits of the City 
shall procure its vaccination by a vaccinator or shall take or cause the child 
to be taken to a vaccination depot for such vaccination . 

(2) Every unprotected person residing within the limits of the City 
shall get himself vaccinated at the vaccination depot or by any other 
vaccinator. 

3. The Health Officer or the Commissioner of the Corporation or any 
person duly authorised by the Health Officer or the Commissioner may 
direct the vaccination of any unprotected child or person in the City : 

Provided that if any person who or in whose care, is ought to be 
vaccinated in pursuance of this rule declares before a Magistrate specially 
empowered by the Government in this behalf that as a result of a care.ul 
enquiry into the subject, he believes that such vaccination will be injurious 
to his health or the health of the child as the case may be, the Magistrate 
may , after giving notice to the Health Officer and hearing any representa

that behalf furnishing full particulars as to the address of the new residence 
of the person or child as the case may be. 

. 5. (1) If a vaccinator finds that an unprotected person or child is not 
in a fit state of health to be vaccinated , he shall deliver to such person or 
the parent or guardian of such child , as the case may be a certificate in 
Form I annexed to these rules to the effect that the person or child is not 
then in a fit state for vaccination . Such certificate shall remain in force for 
the period specified therein not exceeding three months but may be renewed 
from time to time by the Corporation Health Officer or the Medical Officer 
in charge of vaccination , if such person or child continues to be unfit for 
vaccination .

(2 ) If a vaccinator finds that an unprotected person or child is in 
a state of health fit for vaccination , he shall vaccinate such person or child 
and deliver to such person or the parent or guardian of such child as the 
case may be, a Memorandum stating the date on which the vaccination was 
performed and specifying the date on which and the time and place at which 
the person or the child should be present or be produced as the case may be , 
for inspection . 

6. ( 1) On the date and at the time and place notified as aforesaid the 
vaccinated person or child shall be presented or be produced , as the case 
may be, for inspection . 

(2 ) If the inspecting officer finds that the vaccination has been 
successful he shall, on demand give to such person or the parent or guardian 
of such child , as the case may be, a certificate to that effect in Form II 
annexed to these rules. In the case of revaccination the vaccinator shall 
after revaccination give on demand a certificate showing the date of vaccina 
tion to the person revaccinated , or as the case may be , to the parent or 
guardian of the child revaccinated . 

( 3 ) In the event of the vaccination being unsuccessful the Inspecting 
Officer, if he thinks fit, may direct that the unprotected person or child shall 
again be vaccinated and subsequently inspected as provided in these rules . 
Such 

person or the parent or guardian of such child shall be bound to 
comply with such direction . 

7. When an unprotected person or child is successfully vaccinated by a 
vaccinator not employed by the Corporation such person or the parent or
